SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The Classification Office classifies the video recording "Who's Dat Boy?" as: 
Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

"Who's Dat Boy?" focuses on explicit scenes of sexual activity between men such as 
fellatio, mutual masturbation and anal intercourse. The publication has mild 
degrading, dehumanising and demeaning elements, resulting from the focus on male 
bodies as objects for the sexual gratification of the viewer. Occasionally 
dehumanising use of extreme close focus upon genitals is depicted. At times there is 
degrading depiction of "rough play" such as buttock slapping, which demeans the 
recipients. However all activity appears consensual and the participants often kiss, 
caress and embrace, which mitigates the impact of the above elements. The 
publication has virtually no plot, some narration and a very limited amount of dialogue, 
generally explicit and blunt comments or instructions relating to the sexual activity. The 
applicability of the provisions of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR 1990) 
have been considered. Section 14 of the NZBR Act applies to this publication and 
limiting its availability to an adult audience is reasonable and justified given the explicit 
manner in which sexual activity is depicted and the presence of mild degrading, 
dehumanising and demeaning elements. 
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
